calibre revolver, the bullet entering at 
the right side of the nose and ludging 
in the brain. 
Although, alive at this 


writing, the physicians in charge of 
the ease consider it only a nuestion of 
a short time when the ii'.Ue fellow will 
succumb to his injuries. 


Just l;ow the accident happened is 


not known ai:d may probably always 
remain a mystery. The story, so fat- 
as we can h-arn, is as follows: Willie 
the injured boy, went over to his aunt's 
place. Mrs. X.iemotid. and asked for 
their revolver, which was a small 22- 
calibre alVair. The boy's cousin did 
not want to give it to him but Willie 
explained that his older cousin, who 
was not present, had told him that lie 
might take the weapon and 
it was 


handed over to him. 
About eight 


o'clock that evening Mr. Waldo, who 
lives near the 
Semrow 
home, was 


startled by a pistol shot near his house 
and running out he found Willie lying 
across the bicycle path bleeding and 
senseless, tic was hurriedly carried 
home and Drs. Ridgman and Pomain- 
ville .summoned. The medical men 
could do nothing for the boy, however, 
as it was impossible to locate the bul- 
let, which entering close beside the 
nose had taken a .slightly upward 
course and undoubtedly lodged in the 
brain. The probe entered the wound 
for a distance of four inches but noth- 
ing could be found of the ball. 
The 


only theory that the doctors advance 
that explains why the boy did not die 
at once is thai the bullet passed 
through the tissue between the two 
lobes of the brain and lodged against 
the hack of the brain, thus not injur- 
ing the organ as much us it would 
have done otherwise. 


Judging 
from the position of the 


wound and the course of the bullet 
there is little doubt that the boy was 
looking down the barrel of the weapon 
when it exploded, he probably nol 
knowing that it was loaded at the 
time.
